The  appeal,  filed  with  the  Sw 
preme  Court  Feb.  12,  asked  the 
court  to  reverse  a  decision  of 
Superior  Codrt  Judge  Cliftoa 
L.  Moore  which  denied  a  petL 
tion  to  reopen  litigation  over 
ownership  of  the  $260, (KX)  church 
property. 


CHICAGO  —  (BP)  —  South¬ 
ern’ Baptist  hospital  administra¬ 
tors  agreed  here  recently  to 
press  changes  In  the  present 
Hill-Burton  Act  under  which 
the  federal  government  makes 
grants  for  hospital  construction. 

The  Southwide  Baptist  Hos¬ 
pital  Association  '  decided  to 
seek  changes  in  the  act  so  that 
denominational  hospitals  can  no 
longer  receive  outright  grants. 
The  law,  as  now  worded.  In¬ 
cludes  both  public  and  denomi¬ 
national  hospitals  as  eligible 
for  construction  grants. 

At  the  same  time,  the  asso¬ 
ciation  will  aeek  action  by  Con¬ 
gress  to  provide  that  federal 
money  may  be  loaned  to  de¬ 
nominational  hospitals  for  im- 
provemenu.  ’The  Hill-Burton 
Act  hss  no  such  provision  at 
present.

V  »  For  one  thing,  last  ypar  he  won  the  jackpot  on  one 
of  televisioyt’SL  merriest'  money-go^rotihti  programis,  ‘‘The 
$64, -000  Question.”.  -..  ’  . 

For  another,  he  has  become  quite  a  sou^f-jafter  speak¬ 
er  on  things  both  secular  and  sacred.  His  scheduled  ap¬ 
pearance  at  Ole  Miss  a  few  months  ago  provoked  quite  a 
discussion  even  in  the  state  legislature.  The  elements  of 
discretion  and  valor  in  the  situation  were  somewhat  con¬ 
fused,  but  eventually  he  declined  to  appear  in  Mississippi. 

More  recently  the  amazing  young  parson  has  b^n 
aerving  as  host  on  a  network  television  program  featuring 
religious  drama. 

^  Mr.  Kershaw  is  a  jazz  expert. 

Every  preacher  needs  some  kind  of  hobby  or  avocation. 
Some  of  them,  in  the  pursuance  of  this  ne^,  have  taken 
up  some  rather  quaint  and  bizarre  spare-time  interests. 
Among  the  bizarre'st,  -however,  Mr.  Kershaw’s  addiction 
to  jazz  is  the  most — even  for  an  up-East  minister  from 
New  Hampshire! 

Well,  its  a  free  country,,  and  perhaps  there  is  leeway 
for  Mr.  Kershaw  to  go  out  on  this  particular  limb  if  he 
chooses.  Limb-walking  has  its  hazards  and  the  heights  of 
his  antics  have  at  dast  o’ertaken  this  controversial  man 
of  the  cloth.  » 

For  spme  time  he  has  been  attempting  to  Interpret 
the  deep  things  of  the  Christian  faith  in  the  terminology 
of  jazz.  As  if  that  .were  not  enough  absurdity  for  a  life¬ 
time,  in -these. latter  days  he  has  found  some  of  the  New 
Testament  mystery  in  the  wild  gyrations  of  ‘‘roclf  and 
toll.” 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Kershaw  says  that  the  reaction 
to  Elvis  Presley  is  “the  same  type  that  greeted  Goodman, 
Dorsey  and  Shaw  in  the  ’30s.!’  Actually,  he  feels  that 
rock  ’n’  toll  has  a  healthy  effect  on  youth. 

“This  is  a  true  American  art  form,”  he  says.  Probably 
so,  but  when  he  adds  that  this  teenage  vo^oo  is  “far 
closer  to  the  evangelical  meeting  than  to  the  burlesque 
house,”  Mr.  Kershaw  finally  flips  his  clerical  lid. 

In  sawing  the  limb  off  behind 'him,  this  man  points 
up  on  valuable  fact  in  Christianity’s  attempt  to  express 
Itself  in  the  language  of  our  decade.  Divine  truth,  now 
as  alwa3rs,  asserts  itself  in  many^  l^guages,  but  rock  ’n’ 
roll  music  and  all  of  its  variations  continue  to  be  unfit 
vehicles  for  the  holy  things  of  God.

Judaism  In  America,  1957  A.  D. 

'There  are  now  540  Reform  congregations  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada,  according  to  Dr.  Maurice  N.  Eisendrath, 
the  president  of  the  Union  of  American  Hebrew  Congrega¬ 
tions. 

Membership  has  reached  almost  1,100,000  in  what  Dr. 
Eisendrath  terms  “the  amazing  growth  of  the  Reform 
movement  in  America.”  In  recent  months  ^even  groups 
have  applied  for  affiliation  with  the  Union. 

Hgmpered  in  its  organizational  activities  by  a  “severe 
shortage  of  funds”  the  UAHC  has  an  uphill  fight  to  enlist 


in  the  established  church.  Since 
acceptance  ypf  the  Half-Way 
Covenant  by  the  recognized  or¬ 
der  78  years  ago,  churches  have 
been  receiving,  members  with¬ 
out  requiring  any  evidence  of 
saving  faith. 

The  revival  movement,  with 
its  emphasis  upon  sin  and  the 
need  for  individual  repentance 
and  faith,  has  been  remarkably 
effective  among  the  masses,  es- 
pecialiy  the  hardy^ frontier  peo¬ 
ple.  In  the  past  these  rugged, 
uncouth  pioneers  have  shown 
little  interest  In  religion. 

At  the  camp  meetings  settlers 
have  found  opportunity  to  ex¬ 
press  their  religious  convic¬ 
tions  in  an  unusual  way.  As 
evangelists  have  preached  of  sin 
and  Judgment  with  great  fervor, 
hundreds  have  come  under  con¬ 
viction.  They  have  reacted  by 
weeping,  wailing,  laughing,  and 
dancing. 

In  extraordinary  experiences 
of  conversion  some  of  these 
simple  backwoods  folk  have 
barked  and  howled  like  dogs, 
had  muscular  spasms,  or  fal¬ 
len  to  the  ground  in  a  dead 
faint 

The  sweeping  revival  has  met 
with  some  opposition,  however, 
especially  in  urban  areas.  The 
conservative  eiement  in  all 
churches  has  strongly  disap¬ 
proved  certain  evangeiistic 
methods  as  “crude  emotional¬ 
ism.”

CHILDREN 

QUESTION:  Some  boys  In 
our  school  were  whipped  with 
a  leather  strap  until  the  blood 
was  cut  out  of  their  backs.  They 
were  whipped  like  animals. 

My  boy  was  one  of  them.  The 
accusation  was  “playing  hook¬ 
ey”  although  our  boy  left 
school  to  drive  another  boy  to 
a  neighboring  town  to  take  a 
driver’s  test. 

Should  we  talk  to  the  super¬ 
intendent  about  this? 

ANSWER:  States  ought  to 
have  laws  against  beating  chil¬ 
dren.  Where  I  live  it  is  against 
the  law  for  a  teacher  to  strike 
a  child,  and  It  works.  There 
are  other  ways"bf  handling  chil¬ 
dren  besides  corporal  punish¬ 
ment. 

However,  your  son  was  wrong 
in  levying  school  without  per¬ 
mission.  I  would  make  it  plain 
to  him  that  (p-oups  have  to  ope¬ 
rate  by  laws.  Every  game,  in¬ 
cluding  the  game  of  life,  must 
be  played  by  the  rules.  And 
so  far  as  possible  I  would  stand 
by  the  school  authorities.  Chil¬ 
dren  have  to  learn  discipline. 

Sure,  talk  to  the  superinten¬ 
dent,  and  the  principal.  Keep 
the  lines  of  communication 
open.  Be  reasonable  and  as¬ 
sume  that  others  are.  Most  of 
them  are. 

Teach  your  son  to  bear  hli 
mistreatment  as  best  he  Can. 
Christ  was  mistreated  but  ha

This  conclusion  was  reached 
by  a  group  of  Protestant  lead¬ 
ers  and  theologians  in  a  ma¬ 
jor  report  to  a  meeting  of  the 
National  Council  of  Churches' 
General  Board  here.  The  re¬ 
port.  two  years  in  preparation, 
cited  the  trend  as  a  phenom¬ 
enon  of  “impressive  magnitude” 
and  “a  remarkable  manifesta¬ 
tion  of  the  need  for  effective 
evangelism  today.” 

Drafted  by  Prof.  Robert  L. 
Calhoun  of  Yale  Divinity  School 
it  was  presented  here  as  the. 
findings  of  a  24-member  Gen¬ 
eral  Board  commission  to  study 
evangelism. 

Noting  “the  widely  recog¬ 
nized  resurgence  of  conscious 
concern  for  religion,”  the  re¬ 
port  said  that  “an  almost 
startling  number”  of  business 
and  professional  men,  white 
collar  workers,  teachers  and 
students.  Journalists,  authors, 
and  men  in  public  office  are 
listening  to  spokesmen  for 
Christianity  in  hope  of  finding 
some  security  or  jatisfaction 
they  have  not  found  elsewhere.” 

“Newspapers,  popular  maga¬ 
zines,  religious  broadcasts,  vast 
popular  assemblies,  public  dis¬ 
cussions  and  private  conversa- 
tlonSi”  the  report  said,  “^11  bear 
witness  to  the  impressive  mag¬ 
nitude^  of  this  ‘sign  of  the

WBKB's  announcement  was 
itapplauded  by  Dr.  John  Harms 
and  the  Rev.  Victor  Rickman, 
chairman  and  press  representa¬ 
tive  respectively  of  the  Action 
Committee  for  Freedom  of  Re¬ 
ligious  Expression.  The  commit¬ 
tee  comprises  representatives 
of  more  than  40  Protestant  and 
civic  groups.

Suppose  that  it  makes 
four  million  of  the  cows  so  sick 
that  much  of  the  time  they  are 
useless,  and  suppose  that  for  ev¬ 
ery  one  that  is  cured,  the  Indus¬ 
try  makes  ten  more  Old  Scare¬ 
crow  addicts.  Supiibse  that  car¬ 
ing  for  the  victim  of  Old  Scare¬ 
crow  requires  80  percant  of  the 
farmer'!  time. 

And  now,  just  suppose  that  In 
•pile  of  all  this,  the  merchants 
of  thi^  fatal  fodder  are  allowed 
to  advertise  the  stuff 'In  every 
pasture,  so  that  on.almost  avery 
fence,  there  appear  large  pic¬ 
tures  of  contented  "Cows  of  Dla- 
Unction”  munching  atyay  on  Old 
Scaiecxpw.  And  suppose  that 
the  manufacturers  of  Old  Scare¬ 
crow  are.  making  a  tremendous 
profit  out  of  all  of  this  trouble 
and  tragedy  they  cause  tin  far¬ 
mer.
